The rapld improvement of machines 
to take oxygen from the air and water 
is responsible for the attention that is 
being given now to this sttbJect by 
sclentista and tnvenfors. The modern 
methods of getting oxygen are to make 
Nquid afr and then turn the liquid alr 
tnto oxygen'and nitrogen or by using 
electricity to turn water into orygen 
and hydrogen. So much hydrogen fs 
now being used {n various industries 
to harden olls that gfat quantities of 
oxygen are being formed as a byprod- 
net. At present there is no use for 
most of this oxygen, so it is wasted. 
This in Itself is serving to tuvn atten- 
tion to the notilization of oxygen. 

Mr. Soddy has pointed ont that even 
at the present price of oxygen made 
fn the big liquid air plants it is almost 
economical to burn coal in pure ory- 
gen, for the burning of coal in alr 
means the loss of munch heat from the 
unnecessary heating of the nitrogen, 
which goes with the oxygen in the air, 
but does not help the burning. Large 
plants making liquid air can now pro- 
duce oxygen at 2 cost of about a third 
of a cent per cuble yard, and the proc- 
ess will prohably be greatly cheapened 
in the course of time as it Is devel- 
oped by study and experience. Cheap 
oxygen ts Ukely to find other uses not 
thonght of now, for there are many 
men busy making experiments along 
this line.—Saturday Evening Post.

Otto suffered in his childhood from 
the unbalanced temperament of bis 
brother, afterward Ludwig IL, in a 
way that cannot have strengthened 
his naturally weak mind. Among 
mroy tncidents the most: serious was 
one at Berchtesgaden, in 1857, when 
Budwig was twelve yeurs old. A court 
otticial came upon the younger boy ly- 
ing bound and gngged upuu the grass, 
wile Ludwig’ was tightly twisting 
with a piece of stick the ends of the 
povket handkerchief tled around his 
throat. 

Utto, who was In a falnting condl- 
tion, was promptly rescued, though 
Ludwig violently resisted, furlously 
exclaiming: ‘This is no business of

| Half of the World's Known Product » 
Owned In This Country. 

Diamond Importations into the Unit- 
ed States made their highest record in 
the calendar year 1018. The value of 
Giamonds and other precious stones 
tmported during the current year will 
approximate $57,000,000, this being tbe 
first occasion on which the total has 
erossed the $50,000,000 line. ‘Twenty 
years ngo, according to the official fig- 
ures of the bureau of fureign and do- 
mestic commerce, department: of com- 
merce, the total imports of diamonds 
and other precious stones were but 
$11,000,000, In 1908 $28,000,000 and in 
1913. approximately $57,000,000, this 
estimate being based upen the known 
figures for the nine months ended with 
September, which are 80 per cent tn 
excess of the highest record beretofore 
made. These totals necessarily include 
imitations of precious stoves, which 
now form about 2 per cent of the to- 
tal, but were not separately shown 
pricz to 1912, 

The people of the United States are 
the world’s largest importers of dia- 
monds for permanent ownership, and 
they, according to a statement by 
George Ff. Kunz in the “Uncyclopedia 
Americana,” own practically half the 
diamonds of the world. The state- 
ment in question, published in 1903, 
estimated the value of all diamonds 
known to exist in the world at that 
time at $1,000,000,000 and added that 
about $500,000,000 worth was then 
; owned in the United States and that 
“therefore it may safely be said that 
one-half of all the diamonds known 
are owned in the United States.” The 
importations of diamonds into the 
United States subsequent to that date 
amount to over $300,U00,000, making 
the total stock of diamonds in the 
“United States at the present time ap 
proximately $750,000,000. 


COST OF THE BIG CANAL. 


Great Work Played Havoo With 
14 tee 

“When the Panama canal ts complete 
tt will bave cost Uncle Sain a total of 
| $875,000,000. 

De Lesseps reckoned !n 1879 that a 
tide level canal twenty-eight feet deep 
would cost only $114,000,000 and could 
be built in seven or eight years, In- 
cluding a ship tunnel through the 
mountains which were supposed to ex- 
ist, but in 1887 his estimate was $351,- 
000,000 and twenty years for a fifteen 
foot lock canal. By the end of 1888 the 
work was scarcely two-fifths done and 
nearly $400,000,000 had been spent, 
wasted and stolen. The new technical 
conimittee after the crash estimated 
that the canal could be Gnished in ten 
years for $100,000,000. 

American estimates bave also varied. 
The third canal commission in 1900 
thought a canal could be built for 
$142,342,579 — admirable exactitude! — 
apart from the cost of securing the 
Jand, which would be so great us to he 
prohibitive. The Spooner bill, under 
which the canaj is belng constructed, 
appropriated not more thun $145,000, 
000 for the entire work, 

The Panuma canal, os now complet- 
ed, Is of conrse vastly deeper, wider, 
more commodious aud wore substan- 
tial than was ever dreamed of when 
the work was begun, When this en- 
largement of its plan is considered the 
increase in cost does nut seem exves- 
sive, and the financial aspects of the 
enterprise may be compared favorably 
with its engineering achievemenuts,— 
New York Tribune.
